
THE OHIO-KENTUCKY DERBIES. 

The Oakley Derby, worth 12,500 to four horses 
at Ibi miles, is not a Derby as one considers it 
in the line of the Derby of “the days that are no 
more. ’ The elderly affair was 1 % miles and 
full weights. Oakley’s race is more attractive 
to present racing and tools. There is a $1,000 
non-winning allowance of five pounds and one 
for maidens of ten pounds. The penalties are 
three pounds for a $5,000 3-year-old stake winning 
and five pounds for two such stakes, or three of 
any kind of 3-year-old stakes. Thus the imposts 
are made up to date and elastic. The are likely to 
vary to the edge of the race. At present there 
forty eligibles. The April 1 sifting filed away 
thirty-nine of the seventy-nine candidates. The 
present elegibles are as follows :

But form s not the merit shown in one race. 
It’s the average of a season and the eight in the 
main list are the fittest of the Oakley Derby 
eligibles. Their general form and best per- 
formance outrank those of the rest. 

Now to results. There’s nothing to it but Ben 
Brush. He cannot lose, on the figures of 1895 
action. The next best was Applegate. He’s out. 
The others, after him were either Refugee and 
Prince Leif. Refugee has been declared. It 
wasn’t likely that Refugee would come west and 



start. In his place can be put Ben Eder or Beau 
Ideal II. Applegate will not contend, and an 
early colt of quolity may be considered as one 
of the pair made up of Nimrod and First Mate. 

W'hen the Oakley Derby field is covered, the 
critic almost embraces the Derby of the Latonia 
Jockey Club, nearer a real Derby in its condi- 
tions. It’s at a mile and a half — the regulation 
distance. The stake has $7,500 added and will 
be as valuable as Oakley’s. It too, has penalties 
—3 pounds for winning a $1,500 colt or filly stake 
for 3-year-olds, or 5 pounds for two such events. 
Non winning 3-year-olds, and fillies are allowed 
5 pounds and maidens 10 pounds. There were 
170 entries in the first gathering. The October 
1895 declarations scythe left 125 in. May 1 de- 
clarations will probably reduce the band to 80 
or so. The present eligibles, though, are :

There’s another Derby, earlier than either of 
the Cincinnati events, that may throw a lot 
of light on them and the other 3-year-old stakes 
that follow. It is the Kentuckr Derby to be run 
May 6. Of late the Louisville race has been the 
old-fashioned classic, at 1*4 miles; colts 122 
pounds, geldings 117 or 119 pounds and fillies 117 
pounds. But the demand of the time made the 
modern Louisville management go to modern 
ways. The 1896 Kentucky Derby is for $6,000 at 
IM miles and a five pound allowance — without 
respect to sex — is given non- winners of a 3-year- 
old race worth $1,5000. May 1 declarations may 
refine the Kentucky Derby group of 108. But as 
it stands now it is as follows :

We’ll suppose, of course, that the declarations 
for the Oakley Derby will also be made for 
Louisville. Why not? The $6000 event is earlier 
and should be the test spot for the $12,500 race, 
two weeks later. 



It is natural, but amusing to read the Ken- 
tucky literary “stabs” at the Kentucky Derby, 
issued a week ago. They go to form in full- 
even on dead ones— Felix Carr for instance. 
That colt has been dead for two weeks. 

To sum up, however. Should Ben Brush come 
west and do well in his native air— why should’nt 
he?— the three Ohio-Kentucky events and the 
$20,000 National Derby of St. Louis as well, seem 
to be at his mercy, no matter what penalties he 
incurs in his winning way. I think that he is 
the colt of a decade. I know that Brush is 
kind, honest, a weight carrier and a natural 
race horse, such as is Navarre. Brush can be 
placed and has the contentious ambition 
of self. W r hen a yearling, the colt couldn’t be 
kept back in even his walking exercise. He 
always had to be a nose, perhaps, but some- 
thing, in front of his companions. That’s the 
greatness of ambition if allied to ability- 
equine or human. 




GASTON FOR BOANERGES. 



Memphis, Tenn., April 11— Wm. McGuigan’s 
good Spenthrift colt, Boanerges, won The Gaston 
Hotel Stakes to-day in a gallop. He was a 4 to 5 
shot, and “Soup” Perkins laid in behind Bishop 
Reed until the stretch was reached, where he 
shook him up and there was nothing more to it, 
Urania far outclassed her field and won as she 
pleased. The fourth event furnished the racing 
feature and surprise, Emin Bey was out for an 
airing and was a 9 to 10 shot. Sandoval won the 
race through “Tiny” Williams’ ability. He 
caught Perkins who rode Mercury at the six- 
teenth pole, and clearly outfinisbing him, won 
by a neck.
